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The Ute Chief Returns to the 
Reservation, 


AND THERE IS PEACE IN COLORADO. 


Captured Horses and Cattle Ordered to Be 
Returned to the Indians —Trouble 
With the Cowboys. 


Wasurnaton, August 30.—The following 
telegram from General Terry, dated Chicago 
29th, was received at the war department to- 
day: 
| Reverring tog Major Randlett’s dispatch of the 
29th, forwarded to me this morning, I suggest that 
under sections?,147, 2,149 and 2,150 revised statutes, 
Indian Agent Byrnes should be instructed to re- 
move from his reservation all persons who may in- 
4rude upon it, and that the military commuinder at 
Fort Duchesne be instructed to give him all the 
assistance that he mayr- uie. Itis hardly to be 
supposed that the civil and military officers of 
Colorado will for.et that state writs do not run be- 
yondthe boundary of the s‘ate. But in the excite- 
ment of the situation Uris mgy be overlooked and 
Major Rendilett does not e414 at all sure that the 
punishment of Indiatis wi., tot coxtinue. I think, 
a: a precaution, the orders which I suggest shculd 
be given. 

General McFeely, acting secretary of war, 
submitted this telegram to the president at the 
cabinet meeting today and the situation was 
carefully considered, resulting in telegraphic 
instructions being sent this afternoon by the 
president to Governor Adams of Colorado, to 
confine the actions of the civil authorities 
strictly within the limit of the state so as to 

revent a sheriff’s po-se or militia from cross- 
ing the reservation border. Should such pre- 
cipitate action be taken, it is feared thata 
disastrous outbreak of reservation Indians 
would follow and everything possible will be 
done to avoid such a result. 

Later despatch from General Terry, dated 
today, conveys the following from Major Rand- 
lett, dated Fort Duchesne, August 29: 

‘<olorow and all his tollowers are n»w at Ouray 
agency, fifty mules from Coloia’o, and manifest a 
disposiiion to remain on their reservation. No more 
excitement among tthe Indians, The militia and 
cw ys hold hundreds of horses and thousands of 
sheep and goats belonging to Colorow and Chepita 
fOnray’s widow). This stock was grazing on the 
land claimed by the Indiansas belonging to their 
reservation, and where ti.ey lave been permitih d by 
their avent to live for vears. Colorado seitiers have 
claimed locations there, and have at last succ_e led 
in driving the Ind ausin. Colorow has not in this 
trouble been on the war-path,and has made his 
way to the reservation, avoiding hostilities as faras 

OSsible,”’ 

Agent Byrnes, of Ouray agency, telegraphed 
ander date of yesterday to Indian Conrnis- 
sioner Atkins as follows: tao 

Colerow and his followers are now at the agency. 
They say they are not mal and don’t wont to fight. 
Yhey express a will.neness to remain onthe reser- 
vation. Major Leslie, who fred on these Indians 
on the border of the reservation, took poss.ssion 
and run offabont t :ree i nodred head of the Indian 
horses that were grazing on the public lauds near 
the res rvation li:ie.

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BURIAL OF BISHOP ELLIOTT. 


The Funeral Sermon Preached by Bishop 
Gregg. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., August 30.—The funeral 
of the late Right Reverend Bishop Elliott, of 
western Texas, which took place at Sewanee, 
was largely attended. The bishop had been 
for some time an invalid. His trusted physi- 
cian and greatly beloved elder brother, Dr. 
John B Elliott, of New Orleans, had watched 
his case with the most anxious solicitude. 
Finding him not improving, a trip to Europe 
was advised. The bishop, accompanied by his 
sister, Miss Sadie Elliott, the authoress, left 
this country for the sojourn that brought him 
no relief. Returning to America he sought 
this mountain, the home of his widowed moth- 
er. wife of the first bishop of Georgia, and it 
was here, surrounded by his family and loving 
friends, the great man died. 

At twelve o'clock the body was carried out 
from the residence. The cortege was met at 
the gate of St. Augustine chapel. The sur- 
pliced choit boys chanting “I am the ressur- 
rection and the life,’’ etc., bore the bier into 
the chancel, the clergy and ‘students accompa- 


.nying the mourning family to their places. 


After the reading of the lesson by the chaplain 
of the University of the South, Rev. Thomas 
Gailor, D. D., the chancellor of the university 
and senior bishop of Texas, Rt. Rev. Alexan- 
der Gregg, D. D., delivered a eulogistic ad- 
dress, appreciative, earnest and tender.” He 
said the late bishop was called for ordination 
to the bishopric in 1878, -when the in- 
creasing demands for the bread. vf life 
could not be met by the bishop on account of 
the great territory to be traversed and the in- 
creasing numbers of communicants. It was 
the father of Bisbop Elliott who was first con- 
cerned to call Bishop Gregg to his exalted 
office in Texas. It was Bishop Gregg who 
consecrated to the holy office the young man 
to whose coming he so fondly looked, little 
thinking that these last sad words it shonld fall 
to his lot to pronounce. A brief history of the 
illness and the triumphant death here followed. 

Then his life work was taken up. In half a 
score of years the work had been widely ex- 
tended. The first sermon, preached in a rail- 
road car because no other place was at band, 
gaye but a hint of the houses afterward built 
to contain the faithful worshipers. Nor did 
the preacher speak of the hundreds who looked 
from time to time for the gladness of his com- 
ing. The annual journeyings from seashore to 
border were spoken of as a toilsome way, and 
the tenderest sympathy was offered the ten- 
der shepherd whose coming shall be 
no more. Well may the church condole 
with the flock bereayed, not forsaken. A 
prince of the house of Israel) is fallen. Brought 
down, yet triumphant, he had, through sun- 
shine and cloud, preserved the catholic faith. 
We come and go. So forever to the church 
triumphant the increase, rest in all advancing 
knowledge and greater activity. A few of the 
leading characteristics of the man were briefly 
recounted. Indomitable will and faithfuiness 
were never more clearly proven than in the 
past most arduous mission of his life. No ob- 
ject seemed too great for his resolve. Purity 
of life. No man ever rested upon that life of 
duty. Well donéin this day of change and 
notions. “It is much to say of any one, he was 
ever pure.’’ Another enrolled in the army 
of saints. for whose good example we are 
taught to give thanks spiritually. Those who 
knew him well realized the delicacy of all his 
perceptions and the accuracy of his definition 
of right. His life shone out through his acts 
“The church needs 
more of this power of holiness.’’ Filial devo- 
tion in youth and age alike, a singular love for 
his mother. ‘‘Happy mother of sucha son.’’ 
A noble example for every one. The one who 
bore and nourished us so often is not forgotten, 
but remembered and cherished. She, next 
to God, is the highest type of love. ‘‘May we 
reverently gather the instruction of this day.”’

EXPRESS AND RAILROADS. 


The Southern Company’s Answer to the 
Interstate Commission 

WASHINGTON, August 30.—Mr. W.S. Chris- 
thal, general counsel of the Southern express 
company, bas submitted to the interstate com- 
merce commission a printed answer to the 
circular communication of the commission, in 
which answer the company argues that it is 
not legally bound to furnish schedules of rates. 
It igsays the answer, a corporation establish- 
ed under the laws of Georgia, using various 
railroads, steamboats, steamships, and other 
vehicles of conveyance. The use of the rail- 


' roads has always been a subject matter of 


ypecial contracts which differ in their terms 
‘ud conditions, and are subject to change or 
The 
rates and charges of the express company are, 
therefore, made up of an estimated reasona- 
ble allowance for the use of its own property 
and for the use of other lines. With one 
railroad it may contract for car space, with 
another upon the tonnage basis, and to a third 
it may pay a percentage of its revenues. The 
aguswer quotes from an opinion by Chief Jus- 
tice Waite sustaining the right of an express 
company to make special contracts with rail- 
roads, aid it likens the relations of the express 
and the railroad to those between railroads 
and the postoffice department or the Western 
Union Telegraph company. It is submitted 
that legislation to reverse established legal 
principles should certainly make some refer- 
ence to the law or principle to be changed ; yet 
section 6 of the interstate law not only con- 
tains no reference to express companies, but 
declares in unambigious language that its pro- 
visions apply only to railroads. The sched- 
ules provided for are required. to state the 

aces upon the railroads and contain the class- 
ification of freights in force upon the same, 
and copies of the schedule are required to be 
kept in every depot or station; yet the express 
company owns no railroad; has no control over 
railroad rates of classification, and has no of- 
fees or agents in many depots of lines with 
which it has contracts. 

The sixth section, it is averred, no more re- 
quires the publication of schedules of rates, 
fares. charges and classifications by express 
companics than by other customers of railroads. 
Again, it is asked how would it be practicable 
for the respondent to make joint contracts with 
several railroad lines, with some of which it 
may have percentage and with others space or 
tonnage contracts. And what would be condi- 
tion of respondent if forced to make joint con- 
tracts in case one or more of the lines observed 
the contract and others did not. The statute 
makes provisions for the protection the in- 
nocent rail line in such cases, but no provision 
is made for the protection of express com- 
panies.

THE ‘ANNIVERSARY OF ‘TO-NIGHT 


Will Fill the Churches With Weeping Sin- 
ners Seeking Safety From the Curse . 
of Providential Wrath. 

CHARLESTON, S. C., August 30—[Special.}— 
As the anniversary of the great earthquake 
approaches, alarm and excitement increases. 
This is added to by the frequent recurrence of 
the shocks. Three haye occurred between 1} 
p.m. Sunday and 6 a.m. Monday. These 
were felt in Summerville, Augusta, Columbia, 
and at other points in the northern part of the 
state. The disturbance was very slight in 
Charleston, which would indicate that the 
center of the trouble is moving northward. 

Nevertheless the excitement here is very 
great. <A large number of white people have 
left the city on summer excursions. “The 
negroes are greatly demoralized, holding night- 
ly prayer meetings in churches, and many 
conversions occuring nightly. Household 
labor is utterly demoralized. 

Among the whites a vague feeling of uneasi- 
ness prevails, but there is no interruption*to’ 
business of any kind. Until the 3istof August 
passes, there will be no abatement of this un- 
easiness,

EXCITEMENT AT PETERSBURG. 


Bad Feeling Between the Whites and the 
Blacks—Trouble Feared. 
PETERSBURG, Va., August 30.—The city to- 
night is in a feverish state of excitement, 
caused by a clash between the races during the 
past week. A week ago Mrs. Dejarnett was 
struck in the street by a negro man, while she 
was interfering in behalf of her child, who 
had trouble with a young negro. The negro 
man was arrested, fined $50 and sent to jail. 
Friday. last Dr. Samuel Hinton, a prominent 
physician, interfered in an altercation be- 
tween his young son and some _ colored 
children, among whom was a girl. The girl 
with a stick threatened his son. Hinton ex- 
postulated, and the girl’s response was that 
she would kill the boy. Dr. Hinton then 
struck the girl. He was arrested and brought 
before the mayor’s court on Monday, and the 
case was continued till tomorrow. The negroes 
have become very violent and have demanded, 
through a colored lawyer, that the same punish- 
ment be inflicted on Dr. Hinton that was giveng 
in the case of the negro who struck Mrs, De- 
jarnett. A violent card,” published in the- 
Index-Appeal this morning, and signed b 
prominent colored men, has incensed the white? 
portion of the community. Warrants were j 
sued and the editor of the Index-Appeal an 
the signers of the card were arrested tonight 
on the charge of libel. The parties were all 
bailed for appearance tomorrow. The excite- 
ment has become so intense that the mayor 
ordered three companies of militia to 
hold themselves in readiness to preserve the 
peace. Great anxiety for tomorrow's decision 
is felt here, as if not satisfactory to the colored 
element, it may result in a collision between 
the whites and blacks. 


THE EFFECT OF IT. 


The Decision in the Pacific Railroad In- 
vestigation. 

SPRINGFIELD, lll.. August 30.—Commis- 
sioner Littler was seen last night in regard to 
refusal to grant the order applied for tocompel 
Senator Stanford to answer certain questions 
in the Pacific railroad investigation.

Littler said: 

“The decision, as I understand it, will re- 
restrict the commission in the further prosecu- 
tion of its inquiries into expenditure for the 
purpose of corruptly influencing state and 
federal legislation. So far as I can see, no 
other effect will flow from it. The main and 
important inquiry prescribed by the act of 
congress, namely, as to how the government 
can secure the paym@€nt advanced to the sev- 
eral companies, still remains an important 
subject of inquiry and the commission will 
have full power to proceedflwith taking evi- 
dence upon every question mentioned in the 
act creating the commission,”

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TRAILING THE THIEVES. 


An Encounter With Desperadoes Armed 
With Winchester Rifles. 

Hovsron, Tex., August 30.—On Wednesday 
last four of a gang of horse thieves, which have 

en making raids near here for some time, 
rode to Thompson’s Switch, a small station 
seventy-seven miles from Houston, mounted 
on thoroughbred horses. They ordered dinner, 
after which they got drunk, fired off their 
pistols and territied the inhabitants of the set- 
tlement, when they rode off in a northwest- 
erly direction. On Saturday, John Wilford, a 
farmer and stockman of Cypresston, reported 
to the sheriff of Ellis that “a had two horses 
stolen from him Thursday, and that the thieves 
were still in the vicinity of his farm. Sheriff 
Elis at once left for Navasota, where he or- 

anized a posse and started after the outlaws 

1 hopes of heading them off. 

Yesterday morning two men rodo into Hous- 
ton and notified Deputy Sheriff Albert Erich- 
s0n that ontlaws were camped at Eureka, five 
miles from the city. Deputy Erichson mount- 
eda horse and immediately started for the 
camp of the outlaws. On arriving at the spot 
where the outlaws were camped, Erichson dis- 
covered the outlaws gone. fter riding about 
some time the deputy found three men camped 
under a tree on the prairie. Heat once tele- 
graphed to Houston for assistance, and a posse, 
under command of Captain Ludbock, immedi- 
ately left for the scene of action. On arriving 
at Eureka the posse parted, Deputy Sheri 
Erichson and a part of the posse proceeding in 
the direction of Smokeville and the remainder, 
under Captain Ludbock, heading for the 
prairie. 

The latter posse soon struck a trail, and in a 
short time located the outlaws, who still 
camped under alone tree. Captain Ludbock 
then formed his posse in line about fifteen feet 
apart, and advising all to reserve their fire until 
within thirty yards, began advancing toward 
thecamp. The outlaws, seeing this, quickly 
saddled their horses and started out at a nore 
gallop. After riding a few minutes the leadér 
of the outlaws, who was riding a magnificent 
roan horse, threw his Winchester on his left 
arm and, slightly turning in his saddle, began 
Shooting his rifle, sending shot after shot at 
the officers. 

The other cutlaws who were armed with 
81x-shooters also began firing at the posse. 
Captain Ludbock’s men reserved fire as or- 
dered, until it was evident that the outlaws 
would reach the timber. The command to 
fire on the robbers was then given and about 
fortyjor fifty shots exchanged. During the skir- 
mish the horse of Captain Ludbock was killed. 
A Gerinan citizen, named Kassner, who lived 
near Hockley, and accompanied the party, 
was wounded in the arm by a rifle ball. After 
the encounter on the prairie, Captain Ludbock 
returned to the city. Another party started 
out in pursuit. It is learned that a sergeant of 
the convict camp near Cyollis, on the Interna- 
tional road, ape te a pack of bloodhounds on 
the trail, but withdrew them for fear the out- 
laws would kill them. 

From the peculiar method the outlaws had 
of lying low on their horses, and their quick 
wheeling in running and firing, it is thought 
they were part of the old Sam Bass gang, who 
defied the state authorities of Texas a few years 
ago. From the rolls of money displayed by 
the outlaws on their drunken spree at Thomp- 
son’s Switch,it is confidently thought they are 
the same gang who robbed the Southern Pa- 
cific train at Flatonia in June. 

A dispatch was received from Sheriff Ellis, 
at Cypress, late last night stating he was @n a 
hot trail and expected to bag his game before 
daylight. The robbers are plucky and desper- 
ate, and a bloody battle is anticipated should 
they be discovered. 


FIENDS AT WORK. 
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Attempt to Burn a Railroad Bridge in In- 
diana. 
LAFAYETTE, Ind., August 30.—An attempt 


was made yesterday to burn a bridge over a - 


culvert on the Wabash railroad, one mile east 
of this city. <A freight train came around the 
curve at full speed and the engineer seeing the 
fire put on steam and passed over safely. The 
second section of the train was flagged and 
stopped before it reached the bridge and the 
trainmen put out the fire. As the engineer of 
the first train reached the burning bridge he 
saw men run out from a hiding place near by 
and disappear in the woods. The fire had 
gained but little headway and the bridge was 
only slightly damaged.

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- HEALY AND HARMON. 


Bitter Denunciation of the Under 
Secretary for Ireland. 


MR. HEALY CALLS HIM A CONVICT. 


Exciting Debate in the House of Commons— 
The Proclamation of the League 
to Be Modified, Etc. 


Lonvox, August 30.—In the house of com- 
mons this evening, in the debate on the 
vote for the Irish secretary’s office, T. M. 
Healy denounced Mr. Balfour as a Scotch- 
man, ignorant and careless of the duties of 
his office. He then made a long and violent 
attack upon Colonel King Harmon, the under 
secretary, and was loudly called to order for 
referring to the under secretary as a convict, 
because he had once been imprisoned for mak- 
ing an assault upon the police at Creemone. 
Ile accused Harmon of inducing a Times’ re- 
porter tosuppress his remarks in the house 
of commons; that he had threatened to shoot 
one, Weldon. 

The chairman here reminded Mr. Healy that 
Colonel Harmon was absent. 

Mr. Healy retor‘ed that he was within call. 
Proceeding, Mr. Healy said that Balfour was a 
mere shadow, but not so with Harmon, who 
had been hand and glove in fenianism; had 
stood for parliament as a home-ruler and had 
been secretary of the home-rule league. He 
had been informed that the chief secretary’s 
brother, General Balfour, had stated that Ar- 
thur had been appointed chief secretary be- 
cause he despised eden [Parnellite cheers. ] 
The chairman, on appeal from Mr. Balfour, 
ruled Mr. Healy out Mt order. 

Mr. Healy acceptedthe ruling, but repeated 
the allegation amid uproar on both sides. Af- 
ter denouncing King Harmon’s connection 
with Orangemen who, he said had committed 
five hundred murders, Mr. Héaley declared 
that the Parnellites objected to dealing with 
the secretary through glass, darkly. Since 
they had to deal with Harmon they preferred 
to deal with him as chief secretary. 

At this point, Mr. Harmon entered the house 
and for his edification, Mr. Healy repeated 
the charges he had made. He added that his 
appointment was a disgrace to the govern- 
ment. He was glad, however, to notice that 
Harmon was abandoning his combativeness. 
It seenied to have dawned upon him that he 
was not minister of an Orange society but of 
the peaple of Ireland, He advised him to 
sever. his connection with Orangemen. 

Cplonel King Harmon ‘here complained of 
the attacks made rpou him in his absence, but 
the chairman informed him that Mr. Healy 
desired he should be called into the house, 

Continuing, the under-secretary said that 
the Creemone affair was a boyish escapade. As 
tothe allegation thathe had threatened to 
shoot Weldon, he would state that was an 
abominable fabrication. The chairman begged 
the speaker to be moderate in his language. 

Mr. Harmon said he regretted that sucha 
scene had occurred in the house, but the mat- 
ter touched his personal honor. [Lronical 
cheers from the Irish benches. } 

An altercation now ensued over Harman’s 
connection with Sheridan and Eagan, and the 
chairman was obliged to call both Mr. Healy 
and the under secretary to order. 

Mr. Harmon admitted having addressed 
a Lansdowné{{meeting at Dunganon and 
claimed that he had protected Mr. Healy. from 
an outrage on the street there. 

Mr. Healy replied that men were present 
from the platform to attack him. 

Harmon—I don’t believe it. I stood up and 
did my best for my honorable member, as he 
would not do. [Ironical laughter.] I 
certainly advocated home rule, but that 
was before the Parnellites drove Mr. 
Butt from his position as leader of the Irish 
party in parliament. “Ijthat that I have nowre- 
plied to all the charges made against me by 
the honorable member.”’ 

Mr. Healy, resuming the attack said, he did 
not blame Harmon for accepting office. He 
blamed the government for appointing a noto- 
rious law breaker and released convict. 

Mr. Harmon appealed tothe chairand Mr. 
Healy repeated his phrase with emphasis. 

Thechairman reminded Mr. Heal¥*that he 
had not given the correct legal description of 
the Creemone incident. 

Mr. Healy withdrew the expression ‘“‘noto- 
rious law breaker and released convict,’’ at the 
same time remarking that he knew of no legal 
term that would accurately describe Harmon’s 
conduct. In conclusion, he said he was un- 
able to propose a reduction of the under-secre- 
tary’s salary, because he had _ been 
told that he received none. He 
had, however, his own opinion about that. 

The chairman censured and warned Mr. 
Healy whojaccepted the rebuke, but said that 
Harmon was a landlord whese rents had been 
reduced by the comanissioners and it was an ob- 
vious wrong to place liim in a position where 
he would have influence in the appointment 
of commissioners. 

Mr. Healy moved to reduce the vote £2,000. 

Other Parnellites continued the debate. 

Mr. Balfour testified to the ability, efficiency 
and industry of Harm$n, and accused the Par- 
nellites of inventing exaggerated charges 
egainst him. 

The chairman called Mr. Baifour to order. 

Mr. Baifour defended himself against charges 
made against him. He said that chief secre- 
taries had been Lrishmen. 

Mr. Smith repeated Balfour's good testi- 
mony regarding Harmon, and said he 
hoped the time would soon come 
when the Irish would cease such personalities, 
whereupon Bigger exclaimed: ‘*These remarks 
come with such peculiar force from the avenger 
of Parnelliteism.’”’ [Parneilite cheers. | 

Mr. Healy's motion was negatived by 115 
to 52. 

Sir James Ferguson, parliamentary secretary 
for the foreign office, announced in the house 
of commons this afternoon, that the govern- 
ment had agreed upon anew commission to 
represent British interests in the North Amer- 
ican fisheries convention. He added that he 
was glad to say that Joseph Chamberlain had 
accepted the office of principal high commis- 
sioner for Great Britain. 

In answer to questions in the house of com- 
mons, Sir James Ferguson said that the delib- 
erations of the fisheries commission would be 
solely upon points in controversy between Can- 
ada and the United States. 

A cabinet meeting was held today. It was 
hastily summoned, and it is understood the ob- 
ject of the conference was to take action re- 
specting the serious and determined opposition 
of liberal unionist leaders to the government s 
action in proclaiming the Iris National 
league. It is reported the cabinet has decided 
to modify the proclamation, so it shall apply to 
certain districts only.

Harris County Matters. 

The house yesterday resumed the consider.

Mr. Chappell, at the request of -the munt- 
cipal authorities of Hamilton, offered an 
amendment to submit the matter to @ popular 
vote. In support of his amendment Mr. Chap- 
pell read extracts from the minutes of the town 
council of Hamilton opposing the law, 
submitted the petitions of. thirty-three 
white and twenty ecelored citizens against 
the bill. There are but two incorporated towns 
in Harris county—Chipley and Hamilton. 
Chipley is dry, Hamilton has three bar-rooms, 
paying $300 each license. There are —_— 
$50,000 taxable property in Hamilton, an 
without the revenue from the saloons the 
government could not run. 

Mr. Brewster opposed the amendment, con- 
tending that he and his colleague were sufli- 
ciently backed by the people to ask the pass- 
age of the bill as intreduced, The ladies of 
Hanilton asked for it. Between fifty and sixty 
eitizens asked for it. A number who had 
signed the other petition, had changed and 
signed the petition, urging its passage. Ham- 
ilton hada mayor and five councilmen, and 
two of the councilmen are liquor dealers. Har- 
ris county is a dry county, Hamilton being the 
only wet spot, and this bill is to dry it. 

The amendment was rejected by yeas 27, 
nays 69, and the bill passed by yeas 93, nays 26. 

Mr. Gardner stated that while he.was op- 
posed to the principle of legislating against the 
will of the people, as both representatives fa- 
yored the bill, he would vote for it.

Section six repeals sections 1192, 1198, 1194, 
1105, 1198, 1200, 1202 referring to the board of 
trustees, and all conflicting laws. 

Industrial Institute and College for Girls. 

Mr. Russell. of Clarke, introduced in the 
house yesterday an important measure. 

Section one provides for the establishment 
in connection with the State university and 
forming one of the departments thereof, an 
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he bill to provide prompt i se for 
watermelons and other perishable fruits and 
vegetables will be called up today in the sen- 
The bill simply gives to the railroads the 
right to carry through on Sunday car loads of 
watermelons and other frnits, which are in 
process of transit when Sunday arrives. The 
delay at connecting points is often fatal to 
shipper, and hundreds of cars of melons reach 
market in a decayed condition because of the 
twenty-four hours delay on the road in hot, 
il-ventilated cars. ‘There are over 3,000 car 
loads of watermelons raised in south Georgia 
every season. The railroads have done a great 
deal towards assisting the grower to get the 
fruit into market in good _ condition, 
and vet notwithstanding all their efforts, about 
one-fifth of the ears reach the markets in an 
unmerchantable condition. This is due largely 
to the delay caused by Sunday, the law not 
permitting freight to be transported on that 
day. The bill the senate will act upon today 
allows melon cars in transit to keep on Sun- 
day, but does not permit them to be loaded 
and started on that day. The only opposition 
to the bill comes from those who regard it as 
an infringement upon Sunday, but the advo- 
cates hope to show that the exigencies of the 
case will justify the law.

sum upon the efficicney of the commissioner of 
agriculture should have a potent voice in naming 
this officer.

What was Done Before the House aud Senate 
Committees Yesterday. 

THE HOUSE CORPORATION committee met in 
the state library yesterday afternoon. The senate 
bill to confirm an ordinance of the city council of 
Aurusta in regard to the canal, was the special or- 
der befc re the committee. 

A number of Augusta gentlemen, leaded by His 
Honor Mayor R. H. Mav, Messrs.O Connor, Bennett, 
Hunt and others, were before the commitice fcr the 
purpose of giving the council side of te matter. 
Some days ago,there appeared before the conunittee 
a delegation of mill men, interested in the use of 
the canal water power, and they oppose! the bill 
before the committee. 

It seems that there wes a complete} misunder- 
standines between the two parties. The mill men 
interpreted the bill as interfering with the vested 
and chartered rights of the mills, while the city 
council could not understand the opyosit.on of the 
mill men, as they knew thatthe bill was not in- 
tended tointerfere with existing r.gits. Even if 
such had been desired, it could not have been ac- 
complished by the bill. Therefore, the whole 
trouble was remedied by adding to the bill the fol- 
lowing proviso, which is not the result of any com- 
promise, but is the expressed ex planaj:on of what 
has all along been supposed to be contained in the 
bill. The proviso isgothe etiect that nothing in 
thisact shall be eonstrued soas to interfere with 
any of the exggying or chartered rights of any cor- 
poration how teres. e€ linthe use of the canal, 
With this amicable understanding the committee 
agreed to report the bill favorably.

MILLEporviILir, Ga., August 0.—{Special.] 
In Tur Constiturion of Sunday, under the 
head of “Queer Advice from the Asylum,” 
there appeared a dispatch from Dalton to the 
effect that Mrs. Mattie Wright had been sent 
back to. hec home in that county as a harness 
lunatic, Later violence developed, when ad- 
vice was received from the asylum authorities 
to “whip her.” This charge being brought to 
the attention of Dr. J. M. Whitaker, superin- 
tendent pro tem, he ‘said; 

“There is no fouidation for any such re- 
mark. We never advised any one to whip an 
unfortunate insane person. On the Contrary, 
we always advise gentleness and kindness. 
We did send Mrs, Wright home under the act 
for sending harmless and incurable patieats 
back to the counties they came from. We did 
write them that while in the asylum she was 
harmless, but we deny most positively, and 
can show copy of every letter ever written (as 
we keep a copy of all official letters), that we 
ever advised anyone to whip a poor lunatic. 
Mrs. Wright was received into the asylum 12th 
September, 1883, and was removed the 2th 
May, 188i, under the act of the general assem- 
bly to return.chronic, harmless cases to their 
counties. She was received the second time 
on the Fth of August, 1887. -As soon as we 
found out that she was violent, we wrote them 
to send her back. While here she was per- 
fectly harmless. We had her in the harmless 
ward, and as she had given us so little trouble, 
we thought she could remain at home, and if 
she was violent she became so after leaving 
the institution. She has been back in the in- 
stitution since the 1%ih instant.”’

THE NEGROES IN SOLID PHALANX 


Rally Under the Banner of the Whisky Men 
—A Contest of the Election Prom- 
ised—Whisky in Haralson. 


GREENVILLE, Ga., August 30.—[Special.}— 
The election on the prohibition question yes- 
terday was hotly contested, and resulted in an 
overwhelming victory for thee wet side. The 
aitempt to rally the negroes under the prohi- 
bition banner failed completely, the preachers 
seoming to have lost power over their flocks, 
The heaviest vote was massed at this precinct, 
as the negroes, by agreement, resolved to 
gather here. All the influence of the republi- 
cans was cast against prohibition. 

The total vote cast was 2,850. Of this 1,014 
were cast for prohibition, and 1,836 votes were 
cast against prohibition. The prohibitionists 
make the claim that hundreds of negroes who 
voted were disqualified because of non-payment 
of taxes, but whether they can throw out so 
high a number of yotes as 800 remains to be 
seen. <A contest is promised, when lively de- 
velopments may be expected. 

At the Greenville precinct the antis polled 
915 votes to the prohibitionists 145. At » arm 
Springs the vote stood, 79 antis and prohibs 68, 
In the county there are about 2,700 votes, 
tg divided as between the whites and 

jacks. 


Liquor Selling in Haralson. 
From the Carrollton, Ga., Times. 

The grand jury of Haralson county, from 
what we learn, made considerable efforts to 
find out parties who were violating the pro- 
hibition law and bring them to justice in the 
recent session. The report comes that con- 
siderable whisky is being sold in_ the county, 
and the vendors are very sly and hard to bring 
to justice. They have many ways to_sell 
liquor. We have heard that parties at Bre- 
men and Tallapoosa have orders left with 
them for a certain amount of the ‘‘mountain 
juice,” or fruit juice, and the next day the 
amount is there ready, it makes no differ- 
ence what comes. About Buchanan the bot- 
tle is put by the vendor, so the réport 1s, 
ina box or some other place and another fel- 
low goes and leaves the necessary ‘‘kale’’ and 
brings away the liquor. There were 80 wit- 
nesses, soitis said, summoned as witnesses 
against‘one man and two swore they bought 
liquor from him; another said he borrowed a 
quart at different times. Itis quite probable 
that the one who swore to the borrowing 
thought he was not indicting his friend, but 
borrowing whisky and paying it back is no- 
thing but trafficing and such evidence will 
convict. Haralson county is not the only place 
that liquor is sold on the sly, but if every sale 
was known in Carrollton and other towns we 
know of many cases of liquor selling would be 
made public. The law should be enforced. 
If, after it has been enforced, it proves to be 
a bad law, the people can repealit. They are 
not left without aremedy. itis the duty of 
every man to assist in enforcing the law. 


IS IT USURY? 


Important Decision by Judge Wellbcrn— 
Land Loan Mortgages Not Usurious. 

GAINESVILLE, GA., August 30.—A very inter- 
esting case was tried in the superior court of Hall 
county yesterday before Judge C. J. Wellborn, in 
view of the recent decision of Judge Speer, of the 
United States court, in the ease of Sherwood vs. 
Roundtree, in which the same questions of law 
and fucts were inyolved. 

The case tried here was that of the American 
Freehold Lund Mortgage Co. of London, limited, 
ys. George B. Merck. The facts of the transaction, 
as developed by the evidence, were about as fol- 
lows: 

in November... 1885, Merck entered into a contract 
in writing with R. P. Latner and Nelson & Barker, 
whereby he promised to pay these parties a commis- 
sion of eighty dollars if they would procure for him 
a loan of four hundred dollars in five years time at 
8 per cent interest. Lainer, who was a correspond- 
ent of Nelson & Barker, of Atlanta, and who were 
engaged in the business of negoliating loans upon 
farms, forwarded the application of Merck for the 
] , together with an absiract of title to the land 

‘ed as security for the same,and te coniract 
made between himself and Merck in relation to the 
payment of tie cignty dollars commissions to them, 
Nelson & Barker sent these papers to the Corbin 
Banking company, of New York, who negotiated 
the Gesired loan with J. K. O, Sherwood, the Anmure 
can agent of the plaintiff 

t was proven that sherwood paid ove: to the Cor- 
bin banking company, for Mr. Merck, the3100, that 
the Corbin company retained 10 per cent of this 
amount as compensation for their services in pro- 
curing the money for Sherwood—that Neison & 
Barker, when the money reached them, on its way 
to Merck, kept 6 per cent,fand that Latner reserved 
4 per cent, and paid the sum of $320 over to Merk. 

it was proven that some forty loans of this charac- 
ter had been madein Hall county through these 
same parties, and the defendant’s counsel insisted, 
As charged by Judge Speer, that it wasinfer:able 
from the numberof the loans made through the 
saine parties, the amounts of money involved, c'c., 
(hat all these loans were usurious. 

This brief statement of the facts ofthe case will 
render the ruling of Judge Wellborn easily under-

Conkling’s Conversion. 

Roscoe Conkling was for several years 
one of the most conspicuous figures on the 
political arena in the United States, but 
during his public life he was never a man of 
truly broad and national views. His nature 
may have tended toward liberality, but he 
was shackled by his devotion to a party 
which was essentially sectional. 

Conkling’s aspersions of the south were 
not so bruta! as those of Chandler 
ton, but they were none the less severe be- 
cause of their elegance. 

On one occasion in the senate he said he 
had seen ‘*both wings of the capitol syarm- 
ing with the enemies of the republic.”? This 
was an allusion to southern men who were 
visiting the capitol of their country over ten 
years after the war.

He has 
been out of politics over six years, during 
which time he has devoted himself exciu- 
sively to the practice of law. 

Ktetirement from politics has enabled Mr. 
Conkling to build up his shattered private 
estate and to attain an eminence at the bar 
which he could never have reached if he 
had continued his active and laborious 
political career. Another effect of his re- 
treat from the turbulent scenes of political 
strife has been his emancipation from sec- 
tional prejudice. Recently the ex-senator 
was invited to attend a re-union of ‘“‘the 
blue” and “‘the gray’? at Evansville, In- 
diana. In his reply he said: 

My earncst sympathy and hope go with every 
movement and idea haying forits real purpose to 
weld together all sections and classes and to make 
our country throughout ail its borders united, pros- 
perous and great. Could wish or act of mine decide, 
every community and neighborhood in all the land 
should be crowned with the fullness of peace and 
progress as much at the south as at the east, the 
west or the north, 

These are noble words. They contrast

Co-Education in Georgia. 
From the New York Times, republican. 

The Glenn bill, which has for some time 
been pending in the legislature of Georgia, is now, 
ii appears likely, to be superceded by another meas- 
ure which will effect, in a deeent way, what the 
Glenn bill proposed to do by measures worthy only 
ofa community of savages. 

The question which formed the pretext 
for the Glenn bill, and which the new bill 
proposes to solve, is not properly the question of co- 
education atall. It is a question of the misapplica- 
tion of public moneys. The people of Georgia have 


already decided against the teaching of 
the two races in the saline pub- 
lic schools. We are bound to as- 


sume, in the absence of any testimony to the con- 
trary, that they have decided rightly for the inierest 
of both races. It is of the utmo-t consequence that 
the children of Georgia, both white and black, 
should be better taught then they haye been hereto- 
fore. Itisa matter of very much less importance, 
m any reasonable mind, whether they are taught 
together or separately. When public opinion or 
public prejudive is in such a state that an insistence 
upon co-education for the blacks imperils their 
chance of getting any teaching at all at the public 
expense nobody but a fanatic will urge co education. 
Every sensible person who is interested in the edn- 
eation of the blacks will confine his efforts 
to seeing that their share of the appropriation for 
schools is secured to them and is honestly expended 
jn giving them the equivalent of tue teaching im- 
parted in the white schools. With education which 
js not public the siate has no oceasion to meddle, 
If it be true that the sentiment of the white people 
of Georgia is unalterably opposed to co-education 
there is no need of enforcing this sentiment by stat- 
ute. A teacher who undertakes to carry on a mix- 
ed school for profit will find that there is no-profit in 
it. since he will get no white pupils. Yet tae Glenn 
bill proposed to make ita penal offense for any pri- 
yate as well as forany public sch ol to take pupils 
of both races, and the excuse for the bill was that 
public opinion made the bill catirely unnecessary! 

The one grain of sense thatwas concealed in the 
folly and brutality of the Glenn bill was that an 
institution which reeeived state aid as asehool for 
blacks received white pupils. his isthe Atlanta 
university, so-called. The money aceruing from 
the sule of public lands and distributed by@he 
United States among the states inaid of edueation 
was divided by Georgia into two pacts. The income 
of one’ of these was allotied to the State undversity 
at Athens, as a school for whites, and that of the 
other tothe Atlanta university as a school for 


blacks. This was an equitable division with which 
nobody was entitled to find  fanlt. 
But if the State university had opened 


its classes to colored youths it would evidently have 
been n>) longer entitled to its share of this fund as 
an exclusively white schwl. The whites would 
have had reason to complain that the blacks under 
this arrangement received more than their share, 
half the money going to a colored school and the 
other half going toa mixed school. The Atlanta 
whiversity took ite share, and admitted white youth 
to its classes. Evidently this isnot the division 
contemplated by the law. It Is the blacks who have 
tocomplain, now that the money is divided be- 
tween a white school and a mixed school, that they 
have not the benefit ofthe cwtlire stim which the 
state meant to deyote to them. 

There is thus, it seems, a clear case made against 
this institution. The qnestion raised is not one of 
sentiment at ali, but of lawand justlee, The Glenn 
bill proposed a stupid, Clumsy aud bevtal settlement 
of it. The settlement now proposd is sensible, 
business-like aud humane. The resoiution that has 
passed one brauch of the legis'atare simply directs 
that the 88,000 devoted to this sehool shall be with-

Opinions in Regard to the Matter From Anu- 
gusta, Savannah, Macon, Ath- 
ens and Elsewhere. 


Avousta, Ga., August 30.—[Special.|—The 
article in today’s Constrrution in regard to 
providing a home for Georgia’s disabled con- 
federate soldiers has been cousiderably talked 
ef here, and. without exception every confed- 
erate veteran in Augusta is in favor of Mr. S. 
M. Inman's suggestion, that the old statehouse 
be sold and the proceeds go towatds the erec- 
tion of a home. 

Major J.C.C, Black says they should be 
supported, and he isin favor of anything that 
can be legally done to provide forthem. 

Major George W. Crane says Mr. Inman's is 
a grand plan, and should be carried out. He is 
is in favoref doing anything to provide for 
them. 

Mr. Berry Benson, whose statue rests on the 
confederate monument, says Mr. Inman’s 
plan is a wise and proper one. 

Among others who are highly in favor of 
the home, are Colonel C. C. Jones, Captain 
John W. Clark, Colonel W. Daniel, Captain 
. G. Ford, Captain C. E. Coftin, Captain 
George Adam, and, in fact, every confederate 
veteran in Richmond county. 

It is safe to say that Mr. Inman’s plan will 
not have a single opponent in Augusta. 


The Macon Confederates Solid, 

Macon, Ga., August 30.—[Special.|—This 
afternoon your correspondent interviewel sev- 
éral prominent ex-confederates on the subject 
of establishing a permanent home for indigent 
veterans of the late war. 

Mr. T. D. Tinsley, of S. f. Jaques & Com- 
pany, expressed himself as heartily in favor of 
any movement that would protect the old sol- 
diers from want. 

Colonel C. M. Wiley, commander of the 
Third Georgia battalion, heartily favered the 
movement. Hesaid that he wasin favor of 
anything that would help old soldiers out. He 
thought that Georgia ought todo something 
for thein. 

Hon. G. W. Gustin jsaid he was very much 
in favor of any movement, and thought the 
constitutional difficulty could be removed’ by 
anact of the legislature in the way of an 
amendment. 

Captain Sam Dunlap, who was twice 
wounded and has supported veterans ever 
since the war, said he hoped the movement 
would be successful, as he was most heartily in 
favor of any movement to help the old soldiers. 

Mr. Joseph E. Wells said that such a move- 
ment was much better than erecting monu- 
ments to the dead. He believes in taking care 
of the living who are in reduced cireumstanees. 

Coroner Hodnett, who left an arm at Get- 
tysbure, and Mr, T. M. Butner, who was with 
a company of Tennessee cavalry, thought the 
measure a good one. Others were seen, and 
aside from the constitutional difficulty, all 
heartily indorsed the movement.

Captain R. G. Clarke favors Inman’s propo- 
sition, provided the home is properly managed 
and does not cneourage dependence and idle- 
ness. 

Colonel FE. J. Magruder thinks the house 
could not be sold for a better purpose. 

Major W. F. Ayerand Major J C. McDon- 
ald favor Inman’s proposition, and think there 
should also be an annual appropriation by the 
legislature to support the home, if the pro- 
ceeds of the sale of the state house should 
prove insuflicient. Inthe meantime the legisla- 
ture shéuld provide for the support of disabled 
and indigent confederates. 

Mr. W. M. Towers favors the scheme, and 
thinks it but an act of justice on the part of 
the state to her brave and patriotic sons. 

Mr. W. R. Wyatt expressed similar senti- 
ments. 


Columbus Wants the Home, 

Co.umBus, Ga., August 30.—[Special.]—The 
proposition of Mr. 8S. M. Inman to sell the old 
state capitol and appropriate the funds to pro- 
viding a home for indigent confederate veter- 
ans meets with approval here.

Dave Dickson Stabbed to Death by Hilliaré 
Connally.

Sun has the details of a bloody Sunday nighi 

murder which took place near Stearuesviile: 


Two miles below Stearnesville is a colored 
charch by the name of Free Liberty. Regular 
services were held at night, and among the 


congregation was one Dave Dickson. After 
services Dickson in company with several 
others started home, which is within two miles 
of Zebalon. The party had gone some little 
distance when they were met by Hiliard Con- 
nally, an employe on the Atlanta and Hawk- 
insville road with camps near Zebulon. Dick- 
son began teasing Connally about a bet that 
had been made in which the latter had held 
stakes, the same being a ey and five dollars. 
It seems that Connally had lost the pistol and 
consequently did not like to be joked about 
it. The two negroes began a friendly tus- 
sle as all thought, when suddenly Connally 
yilled aknife and began to whack away at 
Dickion: ' Phe first stab was under the left 
arm, aidextending to within an inch of his 
heart, while the second was a few inches lower 
but merely cutting the surface. The third,but 
most dangerous wound of all, was a stab in the 
left side of the bowels, from which his entrails 
protruded. Dickson, at the last stab, fell to 
the ground ina faint,.but in afew moments 
recovered consciousness. Connally, evidently, 
did not realize the enormity of his crime, for 
he made no effort to escape, but quietly sub- 
mitted to arrest. Dickson's wounds are fatal, 
though Dr. L. J. Green, of Zeb- 
ulon, thinks that bv proper _treat- 
ment he may get well. Connally was tried by 
Justice of the Peace R. H. Allen, who com- 
mitted him io jail in Zebulon, where he now 
languishes awaiting trial. Mr. Allen says that 
the affair was provoked by Dickson,who began 
by punching Connally with a stick and at the 
same time teasing him. Dickson -re- 
quested him tostop,and as he would not 
drew his knife and cut him.

The Governor Offers a Reward 
For a Murderer. 


MEETING OF THE CAPITOL COMMISSION. 


The News of Interest and Note Reported 
in the Various State House 
Depariments Yesterday. 


Yesterday was a very busy day with the gov- 
ernor. From early morning until night he 
was without a moment’s rest. The amount of 
work transacted was very large, and some in- 
teresting matters were attended to. Below 
will be found the record of the day’s doings. 


THE GOVERNOR AND HIS CABINET. 

GOVERNOR GORDON HAD a very busy day 
yesterday. Inthe morning the capitol com- 
missioners met at nine o’clock on the grounds 
of the new capitol, and inspected the work 
there. The commission spent probably an 
hour in viewing the progress made since the 
last meeting. Returning to the state 
house the body reconvened in 
the executive office, where the 
regular monthly meeting was held. Thearch- 
itects submitted the usual monthly estimates 
which were passed by the commission, and the 
governor instracted to issue his warrant for 
$10,447.11 to cover the same. The death of 
Mr. ©. D. Horn was officially made known to 
the commission, and a committee,consisting of 
Commissioners Miller, Thomas and Howell, 
was appointed to draft Suitable resolutions 
upon the sad event, reporting the same at the 
next meeting of the body. After receiving 
the usual monthly reports, the commission ad- 
journed. 

A LARGE DELEGATION of Decatur’s best citi- 
zens called npon Governor Gordon yesderday 
for the purpose of inducing him, if possible, to 
offer a reward for the arrest and delivery of 
the supposed murderers of Marshal Hurst, of 
Decatur, who was killed in the riot last Sat- 
urday. The delegation was headed by the 
mayor of Decatur, and consisted of the mem- 
bers of council, the representatives of DeKalb 
county in the general assembly, and some of 
the leading citizens. The governor listened 
attentively to the statements made to him 
in connection with the murder of the marshal. 
The committee no doubt received satisfactory 


assurances from the executive, as it left appar- | 


ently well pleased with the result of the con- 
ference. ‘The governor will issne a proclama- 
tion today offering a reward of one hundred 
dollars for the arrest and delivery to the sheriff 
of DeKalb county of the negro or negroes who 
killed the marshal. The reward has not yet 
been made out, and the names that will be 
mentioned in it as the supposed murderers are 
not known 

GOVERNOR Gonrnpon 1s doing his best to se- 
cure a fitting military representation for Geor- 
gin at the approaching constitutional centen- 
nial celebration to be held in Philadelphia on 
the 15th, 16th and 17th of September. 
day he issued a personal letter toa number of 
military com panies in the state that he thought 
were more likely to accept an invitation of the 
kind than the others, making a personal re- 
quest that. if it was possible they would so 
arrange matters as to. be present in Philadel- 
phia on the oceasion. The pride of the soldier 
in his organization and in the good name and 
reputation of his state was appealed to, and it 
will be strange that after such a stirring and 
personal appeal the governor should fail to se- 
cure @ proper military representation. The 
Atlanta organizations were also requested to 
take the matter into earnest deliberation, and 
it was reported yesterday that the governor had 
succeeded in inducing the Gate City Guard 
and the Atlanta Rifles to make the trip. The 
rate of transportation. will be one cent per 
inile, and the entire cost of the trip is esti- 
mated to be about $20 for each soldier. 

SOMETIME AGO THE governor issued an ex- 
ecutive warrant in obedience to a requisition 
of the governor of Alabama for the arrest of 
William Douglass, wanted in Alabama for the 
crime of ‘‘betting at a licensed pool table.’’ 
Lately the governor has been informed that an 
indictment issued by the superior court of 
Randolph county charging William Douglass 
with assault is existing in an unsatisfied con- 
dition against him, and in view of that fact, 
he will probably issue an order to the sheriffs 
and constabulary of Georgia directing the sus- 
pension of the aforesaid executive warrant until 
the indictment pending in Randolph superior 
court has been tried and the sentence of the 
court thereon executed. The order wasdrawn 
out yesterday, but late yesterday afternoon the 
governor had not signed it. It is supposed 
that he will do so today. 


YESTERDAY THE GOVERNOR issued an order | 


directed to the sheriff of Chatooga county in 
regard to Henry Pope, now confined in Ful- 
ton county jail under sentence of death, for 
the alleged rape on Miss Minnie Kendrick. 
The order recites the fact that Pope was tried 
and convicted and sentenced to death on the 
8th of July, 1887, but was respited on the 25th 
of June until the 2d of September, 1887. In- 
asmuch as there is a motion for a new trial 


pending in Pope’s case, and it is impossible for | 


that motion to be heard and determined be- 
fore the 2d of September, for the reason that 
the superior court of Chatooga county does 
not convene until the 5th of September, the 
sheriff is ordered to delay the execution of 
Pope until Friday, the 4th day of November, 
1887, and “‘unless you are otherwise legally di- 
rected, you will proceed to execute the law” 
upon that day. John Taylor, now confined in 
Chatooga county jail, is said to have confessed 
to the crime for which Pope was sentenced, 
Upon the re-trial of the case, his confession 
will be investigated, and Pope will be given 
every advantage to display that innocence lie 
has always protested in the natter.

: Additional Particulars About the 
Antis’ Conclave. 


PROPOSED PLAN OF THE CAMPAIGN 


Persounel of the Executive Committee With 
lts Probable Chairman--No 
Compromise Wanted. 


The announcement in yesterday's ConstrtTvu- 
TION of the secret conclave of the anti-prohi- 
bitionists at the Kimball created a sensation. 

It was the talk ef the city. 

The greatest interest is felt in anything con- 
cerning the prohibition question, and the dif- 
ferent phases of the great question were dis- 
cussed at length. 

It has been the general impression that 
there would be no such election this year. 
This belief was based mainly upon the pres- 
ence of the Piedmont exposition and the be- 
lief among some ‘‘antis’’ that the time for an- 
other contest has not arrived. 

But it will be here in November, despite these 
arguments. 

Additional particulars of the meeting leaked 
out yesterday. It was largely attended by 
prominent citizens. Among those noticed in 
the vicinity of the room where the meeting was 
held were Colonel Reuben Arnold, Police 
Commissioner Stephens, Mr. Walter Brown, 
City Attorney Goodwin, Councilmen Angier. 
Tanner and eutelle, Dr. R. D. Spalding, E. 
Van Winkle, W. H. Mickleberry, J. 8. Lester 
and others. 

The feasibility of holding an election was 
first discussed, a number of gentlemen making 
speeches. There was some talk of a compro- 
mise upon high license, but that idea did not 
meet with much favor, the prevailing senti- 
ment being that the fight should be on the 
main issue. Tinally, by a unanimous vote, it 
was decided to hold an election upon the 
earliest possible day, probably November 26th. 

The proper method of conducting the cam- 
paign was discussed anda plan was proposed 
which is similar to that adopted by the prohi- 
bitionists last year. An executive committee, 
consisting of five merbers from each ward and 
militia district, will be appointed. In each 
ward and district three of the committeemen 
will be white men and two will be negroes. 

While no definite action has been taken, it 
is thought that Colonel Reuben Arnold will 
be made chairman, and that the management 
of the campaign will be intrusted to him and 
the executive committee. 

The full lists of committeemen will be an- 
nounced at the meeting to be held in a few 


— 
he lists, asking the ordinary to order an 
election, will be out tomofrow. There will, of 
-course, be no trouble in getting the signatures 
of the necessary one-tenth of the whole num- 
ber of voters. 
The campaign of 1887, which will doubtless 
be one of the hottest in Atlanta’s history, may 
be said to have been formally opened.
